EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 


Violations Policy OK 


The Selectmen, without officially acting on the matter, 
appear to have come up with sensible conclusions re- 
garding existing small business in residential areas. 

Excepting the few that may actually be nuisances in 
the areas where they exist, the members feel that most 
should be left alone. They cite numerous reasons why it 
would be legally difficult, and why hardships would be 
created, if literal enforcement of the by-laws should be 
started now. 

Although such a decision will not please some resi- 
dents, we are inclined to believe that a majority of the 
townspeople will applaud a decision that attempts to be 
fair and equitable. 

It has, for example, been publicly noted that at least 
one alleged violation was actually approved by former 
town officials, when the particular area was not devel- 
oped, and when the business could not be a nuisance to 
anyone. 

It appears that the Selectmen and members of the Board 
of Appeals are attempting to use good judgment in this 
complex matter. We feel they should be congratulated for 
not being stampeded into a strict, literal enforcement that 
would be difficult to handle legally, and which would 
create hardships in many homes throughout the community. 


Learn From The Citizens 
The suggestion has been made that another community 
conference on education be held this year, under the 
sponsorship of the School] Committee. 
The first of these ventures drew quite a crowd of 
interested citizens. 
It would be stimulating to have another conference — 
. with one change in format. 
Possibly, instead of arranging to tell the residents 
what they think the residents want to or should know, the 
Committee could arrange the conference in a way that 
would elicit information from the residents — about what 
they want their schools to do, what they believe the good 
" and bad points are, what they might suggest in the way of 
improvements. 

If the School Committee and administration are recep-

, i such a conference. Certainly there are men and women in 
this community who can, and probably would, offer their 
ideas, providing a feeling of friendly, mutual cooperation 
is built up to encourage this type of response.

4 The idea has been advanced that bids should be ob- 
tained for Rogers Brook, by sections, and that the town 
may then authorize construction of a portion of the job at 
this time.

The town would have 
thus made it necessary to continue this project in another 
year, at unknown costs, or still have the brook run over 


its banks.

An uneasy Congress has just 
gone home. 

1 doubt if any one of the 537 
members of the House and Senate 
departed from the Nation’s Capital 
with the feeling of a job really 
well done. 

Nineteen=sixty-one began with a 
new Administration, a new Con- 
gress, and the hopes of 180 million 
Americans pinned on the promise 
of fresh, new and positive action. 

As it now stands, 1961 threatens 
to go down as one of the most 
disastrous years in the history of 
the world. Seldom has the inter- 
national situation seemed to 
crumble as rapidly as it has since 
last January. And never has so 
much been at stake. 

The Soviet Union stands cone 
demned. Its belligerence and in= 
transigence have played the major 
part in creating the present 
situation. 

But the Soviet pattern is not new. 
It has always been thus, and the 
Kremlin’s continued duplicity, its 
cynicism, its cunning, should not 
have been unexpected. We did not 
need Russia’s breach of the nuclear 
test ban to awaken us to the facts. 

We have long been subjected to 
the kinds of pressures which have 
been brought to bear on the United 
States this year. In recent years, 
we have faced Communist threats 
in Guatemala, in Lebanon = even 
in Berlin just three years ago. We 
did not bend under the weight of 
these pressures then. Strong 
leadership saw us through. 

This year Khrushchev once 
again laid his aggressive demands 
before the world, and almost im- 
the United States 
reacted. 

At the President’s request, an 
emergency supplemental appro~ 
priation of more than $3 billion 
was added to the defense budget; 
tens of thousands of men have 
been alerted for active military 
service. 

When President Kennedy made 
his mobilization speech in July, 
many of us felt that the most im-= 
portant single statement he made 
was that ‘We must not let panic 
shape our policy.”’ It is incumbent 
on every responsible official to 
insure that we adhere to this pre= 
cept. 

Within the scope permitted Con~ 
gress by the Constitution, we have 
endeavored to correct the errors 
which led to the tragedy of Cuba, 
the loss of Laos, the deteriorating 
Berlin situation, the chaos 
in Africa. 

We passed a foreign aid bill to 
meet needs of people fighting Com= 
munism onthe one hand and poverty 
and hunger on the other. While 
meeting the Administration’s ap- 
propriation request the 1961 bill 
retains review and control of the 
program in the legislative body. 

The Congress approved the $500 
million Latin-American appro* 
priation requested in 1960 by 
President Eisenhower.

We approved the largest peace= 
time defense appropriation in 
history. 

Hopefully, we approved a Peace 
Corps to carry freedom’s message 
to the people of newly-emerging 
nations. 

Congress created an ArmsCon- 
trol Agency, designed to search for 
an effective approach to world 
peace and security. 

The cause of freedom has 
suffered a shattering set-back with 
the tragic death of U.N. Secretary- 
General Dag Hammerskjold. The 
burden of responsibility rests even 
more heavily on our free world 
leaders. 

Today - more than ever before= 
the American people must under- 
stand the nature of the challenge 
of the Sino-Soviet bloc. We must 
not credit the Communists with 
victories which are not theirs. 

We must understand the aspira- 
tions, the hopes and the ambitions 
of the people of the newer nations 
of the world. We must not confuse 
their efforts to achieve freedom 
and dignity with a disposition to 
embrace Communism. But we must 
recognize our opportunity - indeed 
our responsibility - to help these 
new nations resist Communist sub= 
version and aggression, to help 
them find their place in the come- 
munity of free nations. 

We must recognize that the Com= 
munists mean what they say when

We must not be misled ~ nor cag 
we let the less sophisticated 
nations of the world be misled = 
by the occasional soft line that 
the Soviet Union takes in pursuit 
of its ambitions, any more thanwe 
can let ourselves be cowed by 
Soviet threats. 

We must understand that Soviet 
strategy - as distinguished from 
tactics does not respond to 
American diplomacy. We must not 
delude ourselves into believing that 
it will be our actions which will 
provoke the Soviet Union into 
aggressive actions. The Come 
munists will take aggressive action 
only when it suits their aim. 

And - most important of all - 
we must understand that only the 
strength of the United States and 
the determination of the American 
people stand between freedom and 
slavery. 


We must be clear in our under-: 


standing, firm in our resolution, 
unflinching in our resistance. 

With quiet, determined leader- 
ship, the American people have 
met the test in recent years. 

It is indeed - Autumn 1961 -a 
time for greatness.
